more returned to his 

, -nfflrn in Toronto, after 

being away for eight weeks or 50 
in England, whithor ho went to 
study the latest developments ot 
tho Men's Social work. Inter- 
viewed bvji War Cry representa- 
tive, the Colonel said that he had 
reaped immense benefit through 
the opportunities given him of 
studyfng the Social Work at 
close range, and hoped to be able 
lo carry out his responsible 
duties in Canada with a clearer 
idea than ever of the Army's prin- 
ciples and methods. Previous to 
bis present appointment the Col- 
onel Jiad never closely studied 
The Army's Social Work, though 
ho took a deep interest in it, and 
was cognijanl of what was going 
on. Having now been thriuit 
right up, against it, by. the turn- 
ing of The Army's wheels, he is 
laying himself out in true SaEva- 
tion Army style io make himself 
master of all the ins and outs of 
tho business. Bo visited the Old 
Country therefore in the spirit of 
a learner, ord humbly sat at the 
feet of Commissioner glurgess, 
tho International Commissioner 
for the Men's Social Work, lo ab- 
sorb nil that Uiat experienced 
OfTlrer hnH U\ impnrt to him 
in the way of instruclioR, 

Ajid he has coihe hack to Can- 
ada full of admiration for the 
Commis-sioner ond his noble staff 
of workers, full of praise for the 
CNCclieat system 'i'he Army ha9 
for dealing with social outcasts, 
and f uli of wonder at lite glorious 
results accompiishcJ througli 
fQilh,[U-oycr,and sensiiiie dealing. 
And we might add that lie has 
come back full of ideas ond plans 
fnr the hcllermcnt of The Army's 
Social Work in Canada, tliougli, 
being a very modest man, ho will 
no; divulge what ilinso plans ore. 
He evidently believes that the 
iiinii who Is pulling lii.s armour 
on :4ltoul(l not lioast as he who Is 

filtliing it olf. He wants liis work 
speak fur Itself when he has 
finislicd it. 60' all tliat we could 
driiW out of iilin was the raiitious 
strlcnient that ho w.is going to 
jd III Tho Army's priiti.-iple.s mid 
niilnnds, os he hud olisorved them 
In England, to Cutiadian coiidi- 
tio.-is, 

III this greol and pra.^peroiis 
country there arc riul, of criurao, 
lllfi same social conditions ns pre- 
vnil In the Old Criiinlry, 'I'here 
I?, for instance, no iadi of work 
for tho men who are willing and 
aiilo In work, li is nil rigiil for 
people to cry "if a man will not 
woilt. nelthor shrill ho col," lull if 
tlicro Is no work wlint can he 
done. Tlie only aoliilinn of llio 
problem onpoers lo lie to ereato 
work for them. Thus, In England, 
Iho Army hns had to estahliah 
waste-paper and rag-sorting 
buainossos, in ordor to provide 
temporary employment for tlioso 
who havo Inst po.sltinn and char- 
acter, tind wliom nobody else will 
employ. 

In (ianada wo are not faced 
with this problem lo utiy largfr 
extent. Thus we ore not under 
(III! necos.^lly of prnvhiing elevo- 
tors and industrial homos whore 
men may be kept for long periods,

80 the problem that tl)« Colonel 
has on hand is net t» ei?«at<i ig- 
dustries for the wdrktesa. but to 
so adapt Army prinoiples to 
changed conditions as to bring 
about th« permaiiejil reclaiiiatlon 
and salvation of what may bs 
termed Canada's ahiftless tenth, 
For we cannot shut our eyes to 
the fact that ia most of ih« larg- 
er cities of the IDaminton Uiere 
are a certain number at men who 
are as driftwood on life's oeeui]. 
These are the men we are after, 
and we hope to win them baelc to 
the ways of sobriety, honesty, 
and godliness. Koiling to do that 
with the people we help, WJ mift.q 
the mark at which we aim. Tho 
social work «aa never meant to 
be a mere charity organisation, 
doling out bread and finding 
work; these are but m&ans to an 
.end. and that end is Uio salvation 
of the soul. ■ 

The Colonel, was delighted, 
whilst in England, to note how 
much success Is attending the 
Army's etforts in this direction. 
One of the first places hevisited 
was a Men's- Metropole io London, 
where a'spscial council was bc- 
inir held for the orderlies and 
sergeants of our Institutions. 
About four hundred wore pre- 
sent, all in Army uniform, all 
wilh bright testimony of God's 
saving graee. It was hard to 
riiaiize That only a short time 
ago, tfioBo men iind been wolhirig 
hiindlcs of rags, miserable, home- 
less, and dejected. It was a pow- 
erful demonslralion ot the ellec- 
liveness of the Army's methods, 
nut only in feeding and ciothiug 
iho poor, but in bi'inging light to 
their souls and making them 
useful workers. One of the 
men, whoso testimony the Col- 
onel especially noted, wu at one 
time on underwriter at Moyds. 
Iio.slng his position througli 
drink, ho gradually sunk lower 
and lower till ho got behind 
prisoh bara. In prison he mot 
Willi The Army and got canvorl- 
cd. t)n ills release bo was sent to 
one of our insliltiiiong, wJicro ho 
Is cit present, holding a position 
of trust. 

Aiinlhor striking fact that the 
Cnlonol noted was tlic Army's 
wonderful inlluence over men of 
nil rcilgions. Our attltudo to- 
w.irils Iho men ia llilii!" "We 
don't wont io lake ynii away from 
your Cliiirpb, J)iil wo do want to 
save your soul.-' Tiliis it is no 
slronge thing to see Ilonian Ca- ' 
tiiolie in 8 Solvation Army 
guernsey. They regularly attend 
their church services in Ihoir 
Army uniform, too, mind you, and 
their priest pals them on the back 
and soys "Slick lo Itl" Tho priest 
apprcoialos the work that The 
Army is doing, Ho knows thol 
we are not atleirintlng lo stent 
the members of his ilook, hiil 
merely trying to, maitc good men 
nut of every ulasa of society, nil 
inetlur what Church they may or 
may lint allond. 

It is by thus nllowing the ut- 
most freedom of conscionce to 
llie men who are in our institu- 
tions that we have won them over
